the spread of tuberculosis.

CHEAPER TO BUY CURRENT. 


Many Cities Are Becoming Mere Re- 


tailers of Electric Power Generated 
by Private Companies. 
Among the cities which have recent- 


ly closed down their generating plants 
because they found that private com- 
panies could supply current 
mon= 


cheaply than the city plants could gen- 
erate it are New Westminster. B. C.; 
Millers Palls, Mass.; Mooresville, N. C.; 
and Fort William, Out; Souderton, 
Pa., and New Richmond, Wis. In all 
these cases the Investment for powei- 
house and generating machinery^ is al- 
most a total toss. 


In Millers Falls the plant had been 


in use only four years. The lamps 
were of only 1,500 candle power and 
burned only 3.53 hours a night, yet the 
cost, as shown by the annual report 
was $75.91 a year, in spite of only 3 
per*cent being charged off for depreci 
ation and there being no allowance for 
lost taxes, etc. Now at a lower cos 
the streets are lighted all night on 
moonlight schedule. 


Fort William, besides its electric 


plant, owns its waterworks and tele- 
phone system and until recently was 
widely advertised as an example oi 
successful municipal ownership. Now, 
however, expressions of dissatisfaction 
are frequently heard, and the town 
was glad to modify its experiment 
taking advantage of the saving to be 
derived from private enterprise. 


The chief burgess 
of Souderton 


writes that the reasons for contracting 
for current were the high cost of oper 
ating the plant, trouble with engineer: 
and superintendent and the fact tha 
the plant was too small for the load

respondent Still Lives.

Joseph A. Humphreys, in North Ala-

Phil's" Escort Tells Story 


of Famous Dash. 


T 


HE graphic story of the thrilling 


ride of Sheridan to stop the re- 
treat of the Union troops at 
the battle of Cedar Creek, iu 


the Shenaudoah valley, in 1SG4 gains an 
added interest when heard from the 
lips of an officer who accompanied the 
general on that noted rlile. 
This is 


Major Spera of Council Bluffs. la., the 
solo survivor of the escort of twenty 
men who made that eventful ride on 
the morning of Oct. 19. 1S04, when the 
magnetic leadership of Sheridan turned 
a disastrous rout into a brilliant victory. 


"Early in the morning," says Major 


Spera, "as we were responding to 
'boots and saddles' at Milltown we 
heard firing and discussed the matter 
among ourselves. 


''As we rode out of town and reached 


the top of a hill we noted men coming 
toward us on the double quick. It 
looked to me mighty like the rout at 
Chancellorsville, and when Sheridan 
saw the men there was something doing. 


"Just a mouth before he had licked 


Early's men unmercifully at Winches- 
ter, and Early bad been tryinsr to take 
his revenge ever since. I was ordered 
to take twenty of my best men and 
follow Sheridan to the front 
Before 


we could get them picked out, with 
the remainder of my command to form 
a cordon across the road, Sheridan, on 
his big black horse Kienzi, was tearing 
for the front 


"I was riding a good sorrel, and you 


may know something about the pace he 
set us when I tell you that my horse, 
an unusually good one, died a week 


Yankee Fires For Confederate Baby. 
General Grant had been a dear friend 


of my husband ever since the Mexican 
war. 
At the time our first baby was 


born the two armies were encamped 
facing each other, and they often swap- 
ped coffee and tobacco under flags of 
truce. On the occasion of my son's 
birth bonfires were lighted in celebra- 
tion all along Pickett's line.

saw them and sent scouts to learn the 
cause. When they reported^ he said to 
General Ingalls: 


"Haven't we some kindling on this

A few days 
later there was taken through the lines 
a baby's silver service engraved "To 
George E. Pickett, Jr..

He Was Lincoln's Telegraph Operator. 


Dewitt Fuller of Han'cock, N. Y.. said 


to have been private telegraph operator 
for President Lincoln during the oivil 
war, was killed on the Erie tracks at 
Narrowsburg, N. Y., March Hi last. He 
was about seventy years old and was 
employed by the Erie as a telegraph 
repair man. lie had been in the em- 
ploy of the road for about forty years. 
He was riding his track velocipede 
when he was struck by a passenger 
train.

"All along the road we saw men in 


retreat. There might have been 1.000 
or there might have been 10,000, for ali 
we knew. We were too busy riding to 
count. Here and there the men had 
stacked arms and were making coffee. 
The only information we had had as to 
the retreat was from the chief com- 
missary. Colonel Kellogg, who had in- 
formed us that even-thing was lost in 
the front and that the men were rapid- 
ly retreating. 


"Sheridan' set his teetji when he 


heard this and did not pause for more. 
As we passed groups of men drinking 
their coffee he would turn in his saddle 
and shout: 


" 'Face about, boys! We'll sleep in 


the old camp tonight! Face about!' 


"This was the signal for a general 


cheer from the boys. 
They dropped 


their cups of hot coffee, kicked the 
coffeepots out of their way, made a 
dash for the guns and wheeled into line 
after their general. All along the line 
it was the same. The men seemed to 
be inspired by the sight of Sheridan 
and his confidence In himself and in 
them. 
The victory of the march be- 


fore was still fresh in their minds, arid 
they felt certain that once Sheridan 
got to the front he would again lead 
them to victory. 


''Sheridan spurred his horse anew, 


and when he reached the front he 
seemed to be needed pretty badly. We 
had lost twenty-four pieces of artillery, 
all we had, and the men weie de- 
moralized. 


"Fortunately for us, the enemy were 


so busy congratulating themselves over 
their capture of the artillery and in 
rummaging the wagon train of sup- 
plies, where they found Vvhisky and 
proceeded to become intoxicated, that 
they did not dream of a rally on our 
part. 


"They discovered their mistake when 


they heard the cheers of our men for 
Sheridan as he rode up and down the 
line reforming the ranks. They sup- 
posed these cheers were due to re-en- 
forcements, and 
before they could 


gather their scattered forces Colonel 
Miller < barged their, at right angles. 
End Ouster, with 2,000 sabers, charged 
them from the right, where the enemy 
had attacked Emery and hnd supposed 
him too bidly beaten to rally. 


"The battle raged all afternoon and 


late into the evening. 
When it was 


over we found that we ha<J tnken over 
1,000 prisoners and had recovered all 
our artillery and twenty-two pieces be- 
longing to the enemy. In fact, we got 
nil their artillery but one piece, and 
Captain Hanley captured that after- 
ward nt Jackson."—Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Tribune.
